area, stood in mute silence 
as Common Pleas Court 
Judge George Tyack im- 
posed the life sentence 
upon him.

Montgomery, according 
to pvlice, served as the 
hired triggerman in the 
murder of the former foun- 
dry laborer.

Views Differ on Dayton 


Decision Impact Here 


Leo Ross, attorney for 
the original plaintiffs in the 
Columbus School 
desegregation case, told 
the CALL-POST he has 
“every confidence” the 
recent school decision in 
Dayton will be reversed. 

In that decision, US. 
District Judge Carl Rubin 
dismissed the suit under 
which he had previously 
ordered city-wide school 
desegregation. The 
dismissal came after the 
case was returned by the 
U.S. Supreme Court for 
more specific findings: 

The Dayton case, which 
now awaits a decision by 


already been back and 
forth to higher courts four 
times. 

Ross contends that the

facts in the Columbus case_ 
are different enough from 
Dayton that Columbus 
would not be affected even 
if Judge Rubin's decision 
is upheld in the appeals 
court. 

Samuel Porter, attorney 
for the school board, views 
it differently. Addressing 
the board at its meeting 
Tuesday, Porter said 
Rubin's order . was 
significant for Columbus. 

If the appeals court does 
not order a stay in the 
Dayotn case, Porter said, 
and Dayton goes ahead 
and modifies its 
desegregation program as 


Columbus counsel must 
go back to the appeals 
court and ask them to 
reconsider a stay in the 
Columbus case. 

The Columbus case has 
been appealed to the 6th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals in Cincinnati, but 
Columbus schools must go 
ahead with preparations 
for desegregation while 
awaiting action from the 
appeals court. 

Discussing the Dayton 
decision, Ross said: “We 
are looking at a situation 
-where the judge looked at 
the facts once before and 
found unlawful, segrega- 
tion, then looks at the 
same facts and now comes 
up with another opinion.” 

Ross said there were in- 
dications in the Supreme 


Court decision that there 
was much more proof than 
Rubin used in his opinion. 

“This will be the first 
time,” he said, “that the 
6th Circuit (appeals court) 
will have an opportunity to 
look at the findings of fact 
and conclusions of law. 
Before, they just looked at 
the order to see if Rubin 
justified the order by the 
facts he cited.” 

Even if Rubin is upheld, 
Ross said, “all that means 
is that in Dayton the facts 
didn’t justify intervention.” 

If the appeals courts was 
to reverse U.S. District 
Judge Robert Duncan's 


would have to first find that 
his opinion doesn't warrant 
his conclusion. 


In interpreting Rubin's 
decision to the board, Por- 
ter said Rubin found either 
no proof of intent to 
segregate or no showing 
of incremental segregative 
effect. 

Quoting Rubin's opinion, 
he said “the rules have 
become more explicit, 
rather than a change of 
rules.” Za ve 

In a July 7 order, Judge 
Duncan ruled that the 
Supreme Court decision 
on the Dayton case was 
not applicable to Colum- 
bus. The appeal to Dun- 
can's desegregation order 
is expected to be heard 
early in 1978.

struction Co,,-907 23rd St. 
and the black-owned Nor- 
theast area based 
Travenco Corporation, 
headed by Conrad Monts. 

The two firms, reports 
Says, are the largest black- 
owned and operated con- 
struction companies in the 
United States. Both are 
known to be financially 
sound and reliable 
business operations with 
numerous years of ex- 
perience. 

Neither of the com- 
panies, however, were 
awarded the contract to 
manufacture the ties. It 
went to the white-owned 
Sante Fe-San Vel Cor- 
poration of Littleton, Mass. 

The former Ford Ad- 
ministration had. planned 
to give the contract to a 
minority company and bv 
so doing establish it as the 
largest minority business 
enterprise in the nation.

: Study Looks At Change

Toward Work Out Of Home 


Women's attitudes 
toward work outside the 
home and their par- 
ticipation in the work force 
is changing dramatically, 
according to a recent Ohio 
State University study, but 
the changes are less 
dramatic for black women 
than they are for’ white 
women. 

The findings are part of 
a study by the University;s 

.. Center for Human Resour- 
ces Research on younger 
women in the work force 
which began in 1968 and 
will continue through 1983. 
The study involves 3,638 
white and 1,459 black 
women from across. the 
country who ranged in age 
from 14 to 24 when first in- 
terviewed. 

Frenk Mott, study editor, 
said black women have 
always been somewhat 
more likely to be working 
than white. women, but 
noted that many of the 
changing patterns 
revealed in the data were 
true for both black and 
white women. 

In the first five years of 
the study, for instance, the 
humber of both black and 
white women who felt it

was all right for a woman 
to work even if her 
husband disagreed more 
thar; doubled, rising from 
12 percent in 1968 to 27 
percent in 1972. This and 
other attitude changes 
were consistent with 
marked increases in tabor 
force participation during 
the period -- particularly 
for women with small 
children. 

Despite the increases, 
women continue to plan 
careers in the lower- 
paying, traditionally female 
positions, the study shows. 
There was some increase, 
however, in the number of 
women who expected to 
work in higher paying, 
“male” occupations. 

The study also shows 
that women are no longer 
dropping out of the labor 
force to have children in as 
great numbers as they 
once did. Eighty percent of 
the women were sstill 
working during the early 
months of their first 
pregnancy and about half 
were still on the job only 
four months before their 
first birth.

Ron Cooper, public -in- 
formation officer for AC- 
TION's Detroit regional of- 
fice, said that his agency is 
actively seeking blacks 
and other minority group 
members as volunteers to 
work. with poor and disad- 
vantaged people in the 
U.S. and abroad, especially 
in so-called “third world” 
nations in Africa, Asia and 
Latin America. 

Cooper admitted that un- 
der past administrations, 
little was done to attract 
black volunteers. ‘The 
theory was that blacks 
were not interested in 
voluntarism,”” Cooper said. 

With the appointment of 
blacks to high-level ad- 
ministrative positions in 
Washington and. at 
regional offices throughout 
Se 
weré 35 percent of the 
white women and almost 
50 percent of the black 
women. Of the white 
women who returned to 
work, 50 to 55 percent 
returned full time. Nearly 
70 percent of the black 
women were working full 
time shortly after the birth 
and about 80 percent 
within a year, the study 
reports. 

The study looks at 
Marriage disruption and its 
effect on women's ’ par- 
ticipation in fhe work, 
force. In the five-year 
period, one out of eight of

Participation in the work 
force rose within a few 
months of their marriage 
breakup to the employment 
level of never-married 
women.

ACTION is the govern- 
ment agency which over- 
sees all Federal volunteer 
programs, including the 
Peace Corps and VISTA. 

The Peace Corps sends 
volunteers to developing 
nations to assist in a 
variety of projects. 
Teachers, medical persor- 
nel, engineers and various 
other types of skilled 
volunteers are sought. 

VISTA (Volunteers In 
Service To America), often 
called the ‘‘domestic 
Peace Corps,” functions in 
all 50 states and USS. 
territories and 
possessions. VISTA 
workers. are most often 
called upon to perform in 
depressed areas, usually in 
social-work related fields 
and community 
organization, Cooper said.

The Peace Corps is 
especially in need of 
teachers, especially in 
mathematics and sciéhce, 
Cooper said. Other skills 
considered as high priority 
are medical personnel 
(physicians, nurses, 
technicians), engineers, 
mechanics (gasoline and 
diesel), construction, car- 
penters, and electricians 

Other areas where 
volunteers are sought are 
in the fields of agriculture, 
forestry and social work, 
the information officer 
stated. 

Peace Corps volunteers 
must make a_ two-year 
commitment_to work on a 
specific project in a 
foreign country. VISTA 
workers are required to 
commit themselves for one 
year. Volunteers in either 
program may extend their 
commitment for one year. 

In, addition to providing 
specialized training, the 
government provides all 
volunteers with transpor- 
tation to and from their 
assignments and, with the 
host country, pays them a 
living allowance commen- 
surate with the standard of 
living in that nation. 

Each volunteer receives 
$125 per month as a 
savings allotment which 
will be paid to the volun- 
teer at the end of the tour. 

“The ideal volunteer is 
skilled, intelligent, 
imaginative and dedicated 
to the service of others,” 
Cooper said. “We don’t 
like to sell either Peace 
Corps or VISTA in 
materialistic terms, but it is 
no secret that there can be 
material- benefits for 
career-minded in- 
dividuals.”

Of Vital Interest To Us 


Changing times have brought 
some conflicting rules and 
regutations “tT nt ap- 
plication blanks. 

Many years ago a determined fight 
was waged to eliminate the use of 
race and photographs on govern- 
“ment job applications. 

The objective was a good one 
then. To prevent the discrimination of 
blacks in being considered for em- 
ployment. If the racial identity of the 
applicant was known, it mitigated 
against them. 

Now that the government has 
moved into an era where fixed 
minimum racial quotas are required 
in hiring. The forms have had to be 
restructured. A recent U.S. Civil Ser- 
vice Commission requirement says: 
“Candidates applying for federal jobs 
under seven separate examinations, 
will be asked to furnish information 
regarding their race, sex and ethnic 
background.” cae 


The Commission says: “Collection 
of the data is required by the Federal 
Executive Agency guidelines on Em- 
ployee Selection Procedures adap- 
ted by the Department of Justice and 
Labor and the Civil Service Com- 
mission.” 


Now enters the American Jewish 
Congress. Mrs. Naomi Levine, 
executive director of the Congress 
mission to: “Keep your ban against 
furnishing data on race and sex.” In 
her release Mrs. Levine says: 
“Questions concerning race on ap- 


plication blanks would make it easier 
to exclude blacks and other 


ent any 
agencies." “Nothing,” she says, “can 


change the impact that 
questions have on the minority group 
application.” 

All of this raises the question as to 
how can the government know 
whether the racial quotas are being 
met if there are no records kept on 
race and sex. 

There are strong demands now 
being made on the government to 
guarantee minority employment, as 
well as the awarding of government 
contracts by fixing minimum racial 
quotas. Many.organizations and in- 
dividuals are constantly going over 
job applications to monitor them as 
to compliance with quota 
requirements. 

‘The president and other high 
government officials are being asked 
for reports on minority employment 
and contracts awarded them. 

How can this information be ascer- 
tained if no records are kept? Are 
our rights safeguarded by collecting 
and revealing the race and sex iden- 
tity of all government employees? Or, 
is our privacy being invaded by 
asking these questions? Or, as Mrs. 
Levine fears, are we getting back to 
the conditions that prevailed when 
photographs were required. 
the horns of a dilemma. It’s 
take a real Solomon to decide this 
one. No matter how we eat it, we are 
going to have to have some cake. 


Racism In Football 


The recent situation involving 
James Harris and the Los Angeles 
Rams raised again the question of 
racism in football. Despite the pious 
Claims of a few blacks in the sport, 
most blacks- fans and players alike 
fee! that racism is very much a part 
of the sport. 

The controversy over blacks as 
quarterbacks has been a long and 
bitter.one and is far from being re- 
solved. A black sports writer recently 
Pointed out that there were more 
black quarterbacks in the south at 
the collegiate level tharrany other 
region of the country. He pointed out 
that the figures was true without 
counting the quarterbacks of the 


* black colleges most of whom are 


located in the South. 

The same sports writer noted 
several good black quarterbacks 
who were turned into flankers or de- 
fensive backs in the pros. 

We mu8t note that there is a whole- 
sale lack of black centers in pro foot- 


The secondary of many a pro team 
is based on black cornerbacks and 


white safeties. Though there have 


been great black safeties, some 
clubs still hold to’ that racist allot- 
ment of positions. 

The racism. in football is based 
upon the difference between what 
white racists call brain positions and 
brawn positions. Quarterback, cen- 
ter, middle linebacker and safety are 
considered brain positions and are 
staffed white. Outside linebacker, 
running back, cornerback and other 
positions are considered brawn 
positions and are staffed black. 

Many people who are connected 
with football will deny that such 
racist reasoning influences their de- 
cisions but the facts speak for them- 
selves. Such ‘patterns could not 
establish and sustain themselves on 
their own. 

Black parents who have sons who 
like to play footdall should en- 
courage their sons to play any

NB. Allen Was A Great Man 


Dr. Nimrod B. Allen often said he 
intended to live to the age of 100.

organization. ‘oday, Frontiers Inter- 
national nas chapters in more than 
100 cities, and stands as a living 
monument to a great American. 

To his surviving relatives, his many 
friends and admirers, we expfess our 
deepest condolerices, Dr. N.B. Allen 
was a credit to us all. He was truly a 
great man.

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The beginning of a new. year 
always stirs in the mind and heart of 
people, a desire to strive to live a 
more constructive and fruitful life. 

To help achieve these goals are 


ten instructions, directions and ad- 
monitions. 

One of the big problemd facing us 
in 1978 is racial unity. One of the big 
obstacles to this achievement is 
communication. The sign post says: 
“Where no counsel is, the people fall. 
But in the multitude of consellors 
there is safety.” 

As we leave 1977 and, with hope 
greet 1978, we still have racism 
facing us. That we are not alone to 
blame for solutions, is attested to by 
the words on this sign: post: 

“The true struggle which is oc- 
curring in America is not between 
the white man and the Negro, but be- 
tween the white man and his own 
conscience. It is within the hearts of 
people and not on the pavements of 
cities that the struggle will finally be 
solved.” 

« If we missed this sign as we jour- 
ney on, here is another one: “All the 
things we believe in, the phrases in 
our founding documents, the words 
on the monuments--say that every in- 
dividual is of value. Our past record 
of dealing with Black Americans 
Says something very different. A con- 
frontation was bound to come, and it 
has come in this generation. It will 
not be resolved by violence or hatred 


will be resolved only by patient, 
determined efforts on the part of the 
great, politically moderate majority of 
white and blacks through programs 
of education, job training, health 
care and social services." 

For those who question this kind of 
evolutionary process as against the 
revolution kind, this sign post should 
be read: “So the conservative who 
resists change is as valuable as the 
radical who proposes it—perhaps as 
much more valuable as roots are 
more vital than grafts. It is good that 
new ideas should be heard, for the 
sake of the few that can be used. But 
it is also good that new ideas should 


_*be compelled to go through the mill 


of objection and opposition." 

One sign that interested me was 
this one: “People can be divided into 
three groups: those who make things 
happen, those who watch things hap- 
pen, and those who wonder what 
happened.” : 

For those of our people who find it 
difficult to decide on which road to 
take, | found this sign post in- 
teresting: ‘The hottest place in hell 
is reserved for those who, in a time of 
crisis, take a neutral corner.” 

Evidently thinking of indecision on 
the part of so many of our people, 
Kelly Miller erected this sign post: 
“The people who fail to produce their

As we approach the new year, our 
thoughts naturally turn to speculation 
about what is to happen to race relations 
in the United States during 1978, and par- 
ticularly on what we can expect from the 
Carter Administration in the form of both 
leadership and legislation to alleviate the 
major concerns of the nation's largest 
minority. 

The only pre-New Year glimpse we 
have been given thus far came in mid- 
December, when President Carter held a 
meeting with black leaders in the 
Roosevelt Room of the White House... 

In answer to a direct question posed by 
Coretta Scott King, widow of the late Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Jr., Carter indicated 
that his administration is focusing on job 
programs especially for black youths -- 
education funds, health programs such 
as immunization and other federal 
programs on “people in deprived families 
and deprived neighborhoods.” © 

The President noted that housing was 
being focused on the rebuilding of 
housing in downtown deteriorating 
neighborhoods because in the past 
federal housing programs concentrated 
on new homes for middie to upper in- 
come families in the suburbs. 

-.In summarizing the achievements of 
his administration during its turbulent 
first -year, the President noted: . 

. Creation of 1.4 million public service 
jobs for low income families, which 
provide a job opportunity for every poor 
family with children. 

. His proposal of a comprehensive 
overhaul of the nation's welfare system, 
the Program for Better Jobs and Income, 
that will provide cash benefits to 32 
million people out of 26 million eligible 
(current programs - 30 million receive 
benefits out of 40 million’ eligible). 

. Tax reduction of $4.9 billion for the 
working poor through an increase in the 
Earned Income Tax Credit.

1977 -- YEAR OF 
DISAPPOINTMENTS

1977 is a year that began with high hopes and ends 
with considerable disappointment. 

A new Administration took office last January, full of 
brave hopes and bold plans. It had been elected with the 
votes of blacks and other minorities, who now looked to 
Washington for decisive action to deal with long- 
neglected problems. 

But for black and minority citizens; for all poor people 
and for the jobless, 1977 saw no change in their con 
dition. In fact, given the heightened expectations shared 
by so many, the year was a disappointing bust. 

Perhaps the most obvious trend.of the year was the 
continued rightward drift of popular opinion. This was 
reflected in Continued _sapistaree-ts steps designed to 
help the poor, and in the intensified reaction against af 
firmative action programs. 

The Bakke Case typifies this. Not very long ago there 
was a general consensus that blacks and othe 
minorities.c-suld-b°-+-awainto .the.nainstregm of our 
national life through special efforts. After all, we've had 
hundreds of years of special efforts to exclude black 
people, so why-not special efforts to include them? 
a seems to have emerged. The focus is al 
on the few white males who lose historic privileges, and 
not on the many women, blacks and minorities who are 
given the opportunity to compete through affirmative ac 
tion programs. So the Bakke Case has become a sort o 
ee symbol for America’s drift away from social 
justice. 

1977 was also marked by the lack of action to rebuild 
the cities or to create enough jobs. The Administration 
after a very slow start, did make some moves in thi 
direction. A youth jobs program was passed, a welfare 
reform measure proposed, and agreement on a com 
promise Humphrey-Hawkins Bill reached. 

In addition, a high-level task force is pang together ¢ 
new urban policy scheduled to be unvei soon. 

Such steps, while welcome, don't begin to deal wit 
the problems facing the cities. The Administration has t: 
share part of the blame. It set a balanced budget b 
1981 and an energy policy as its pr-orities and othe 
issues were put on the back burner, or at least treated 
with less urgency. But this was partly offset by its open 
ness, its willingness to consult with groups previous 
ignored in policy-making, and by the energetic activitie: 
of some Departments. 

A larger share of the blame must be alloted to 
Congress that has refused to act creatively on behalf o 
the cities and the deprived. it's a national disgrace thai
